whole 
oationalily, for in 
many respects they are a separate na- 
tionality, seem to be shrouded by a mist 
of uncertainty. 


About 
the 
Pennsylvania 
Dutchmnn 
there linyers not a trace of sentiment, 
not a vesti<4e of poetry. 
He lives as ho 
has for u century, obscure, yet serene, 
payin;i no attention to the outside world 
and receiving none in turn. 
His ambi- 
tion in life is to have a small farm and 
enoui^h to eat, more than that 
doesn't 
interest him unless it be that he would 
like to leave when he dies a farm to each 
of his sons without a mortgage. If there 
is anything a Pennsylvania 
Dutchman 
hates 3t is a mortgage. 


These (juaint people have lived for 
more than a century in various portions 
of Pennsylvania. 
They have no written 
language whatever, and many of then in 
fact in ^omc communities the large ma- 
joiity can neither read, write or spealc 
English. 
Their own garbled tongues, 
which is a cross between the so-called 
high German, low German and English, 
is sulhcient to answer all their demands 
for communication. 


Among them there are n number of 
pecu.iar religious sects whost; strange 
cri^i iis ami customs are a marvel to 
the 
uninitiated. 


One of the most peculiar among them 
is tlio Ornish. 
Tiie })ersonal appearance 


aro further apart. 
They have no regu- 
larly installed ministers. 
They elect at 
intervals one of their own numbers to 
act in that capacity for a stated term, 
and when his time expires some one else 
is chosen. 
The minister is almost al- 
ways one of the most prosperous farmers 
in the congrcfration, but his ministerial 
duties do not interfere with his lay occu- 
pation. 


Another of the remarkable seels that 
flourish among the Pennsylvania Dutch 
are the Dunkards. 
The^e iieople are in 
many respects like the Ornish, but their 
form of worship is tlie most peculiar and 
interesting part of their religion. 
They 
are sometimes callerl Tumblers,because of 
their practice, when baptizing a convert, 
to have him kneel and then ]nish him 
head 
iirst 
into the water. 
Like 
the 
Quakers, the Dunkards are very simple in 
their languane. 
They will not take an 
oath, neither will they iiaht or go to go 
law, and until very recently they were 
not allowed to receive any interest on 
money loaned. 
It is their '^love feasts," 
however, 
that aro 
most singular, 
if 
not picturesque. 
Then- meetings occur 
quarterly, and are always attended 
by 
vast crowds of curious people.

are so positive that they

With all their peculiarities and ec- 
centricities, however, the Pennsylvania 
Dutchman make good citizens.

are as a rule &ober and industrious and 
moral. 


They don't know 
much about

glorious privilege of American citizen- 
ship, but they are loyal and honest, and 
if they can't speak English it isn't be- 
cause they pay a greater allegiance to 
another country.

"Labor 
and Life of tho People," 
has 
shown, 
from very extended inquiry, that most of 
those who como to 
London 
from tho 
country either have work already en- 
gaged, or have good prospects of get- 
ting work; and that their condition is 
generally improved by their 
change ot 
abode. 


The British census of 189J confirms 
this in a striking manner 
by 
showing 
that the people of country birth are most 
numerous in the wealthy quarters of tho 
city, 
where employment abound?, and 
least numerous in th« poverty stricken 
quarters. 


All this is contrary to the preconceived 
opinioH that countrymen wander aim- 
lessly to tho city, and are chiefly tramps 
or broken down persons,—Scribner.

CT'TTIXO CLOVEU EAKLV. 


This year of all others in the West the 
farmers should cut theirclover early. Bo 
puro to cut it before the seed has formed. 
There is a physical law in this that will 
help the farmer if lie is wise enough to 
observe it. 
Clover is a binnnial—one of 
those plants that commences to die when 
once it has produced seed. 
Here is the 
point: 
By cuttinii before tho seed forms 
you oan cut two crops in one season and 
still keep the root alive. 
At least it will 
not die bccause its pnrpi;.=ie has been ful- 
lillod. 
This year we shall need all the 
hay we can get. 
vSkillful management 
of our clover meadows will 
cive us a 
large additional yield of hay and have 
the roots ri^ht for the next season. That 
wi?e farmer, the late Iliram Smith, once 
showed us a field of medium clover nine 
years old, from which ho had taken that 
year fully three tons per acre in three 
cuttings. 
But there is another great ad- 
vantage in early cuttin;:^. 
The hay for 
milk and butter purposes is worth double 
that of the ordinary grade. 


Now is the time, according io TToard's 
Dairyman, which givas 
the loreijoing 
advice, to make a mistidce that will oc- 
cupy us a whole year in mourning about. 
Cut the clover before it -ueds. 
Cut two 
cro|)3. 
Get more hay per acre. 
Get hay 
worth twice as much as the ordinary 
kind. 
Preserve your clover meadow for 
next year. 
One great 
reason 
clover 
meadows kill out in M'inter is because 
they become 
exiiausit^ I in summer by 
beiiiii allowed to stand until the seed has

One advantage with them is that they 
occupy the ground but a short lime, and 
all the \vork necessarv can be done with- 
out hiring much extra help. 


AVhile beans will grow in almost any 
kind of soil, yet to secure the best re- 
sults a good soil, \\eli prepared, is neces- 
sary, 
They should not be planted until 
all ilaniTcr of frost is past, as they 
do 
better if they can make a steady growth 
from the time they are planted uatil they 
are matured. 
Many do not plant until 
late, but when this is done there is 
al- 
ways the risk of hot, dry weather blast- 
ing the crop, and in manycase^ a better 
yield could be obtained by earlier plant- 
ing. 
The soil should be well plowed 
nnd thoroughly harrowed. 
By prepar- 
ing the soil properly before planting the 
cultivation can 
be jiiven 
earlier 
and 
more thoroughly. 
Mark out the rows 
three and a half feet apart, running out 
tlie furrows reason ibly shallow. 
If the 
planting is done in hills, drop three or 
four beans every two feet. 
A 
better 
yield, however, 
can generally 
be re- 
ceived by piantine; in drills four inchcs 
ajmrt; do not cover deep; two inchcs is 
plenty. 
Cultivate often enough to keep 
the weeds down and the soil in a 
good 
tilth. 
Generally it will be necessary to 
hoe once or twice, depenUing somewhat 
upon the condition of the soil. 


Clean, thorough cultivation is neces- 
sary to get the best growth and 
yield, 
and the number of workings that may bo 
necessary will depend upon the character 
and condition of the soil, and in many 
cases one more 
worlcing given 
at the 
right time, while not adding much to 
the cost oi the crop, will increase the 
yield and quality. 


Especially when planted early it will 
not always do to wait to harvest the crop 
until all 
the 
plants stop blossoming. 
When the bulk of the pods are ripe the 
crop should bo harvested, as after that 
there is risk ol loss. 
The vines can be 
pulled up or cut oil close to the 
grouna 
and put loosely into small piles to euro 
out. 
In a few days as soon as the pods 
and stalks are dry enough they 
should 
be hauled in and stored under shelter in 
a barn or shed loft where there is a good 
circulalion of 
air. 
They 
should 
be 
threshed out when the other work will 
permit. 
If the weather is dry they can 
be left to dry out sulhcicntly to thresh 
jn the 
field. 
With 
an average 
yield 
beans can be made a in'olitablc crop.— 
Bt, Louis Republic. 


CAItI3 OF TUK HEIFER CALP. 


The xdea in past years, by tho many, 
has been that a cow was a cow and, if 
. one was better than another, it was a 
' case of "cow luck." 
This 
left 
line 
breeding in the hands of the few. 
It 
was called the rich iarmor's 
"sport," 
which the ordinary farmer could not 
allord, and bear the extra expense of 
keeping line cows. 
A change is now ap- 
parent, Only the rich can afford to keep 
a poor cow. 
Good breeding and rational 
care have much to do with the develop- 
iMent of the cow. Let the breed or grade 
bo what it may, the calf, if worth raising 
at all, deserves good care and trtjatmcnt. 
The idea is here expressed that many a 
worthless cow to-day, if she had been 
properly treated wiien a calf and heifer, 
cared lor and suitably fed, would have 
made a far better cow, of fine productive 
powers. 
For, while all cows have a 
born possibility, the owner is responsible 
if this cow is not developed iato that ex- 


treme limit of production. 


To this cud the heifer calf should have 
a liuc of seod ancestry. 
A noted au- 
thority says that "cows breed from the 
blood, not their performance," so that a 
heifer calf from a milking strain is pre- 
ferable 
to 
one that has 
a 
promis- 
cuous parentacic. 
Tho care of a calf and 
cow is a matter of administering to the 
ofHce of the cow's motherhood, and all 
of the directing agencies of stable and 
field should be to enlarge the powers of 
the animal to increase her milk produc- 
tion, so that when the beil'er, at twenty- 
eight or thirty months old, comi»s into 
the dairy, she will be to all intents and 
purposes a developed cow. 


The calf, if a spring arrival, should 
be taken from the cow in due time, and 
put on prepared food. 
Here the dairy- 
man must lace tho question whether to 
take the calf oil at once, or allow it to 
run with the mother for a few weeks, 
A 
matter of profit comes in, for butter fats 
are worth twenty-tive cents per pound, 
and the latter practice soon makes the 
litter heifer a costly one. 
Skim milk, 
even when lavishly led, is not an ideal 
food. 
In the 
stomach of tho 
young 
calves it does not readily digest, for, 
while the butter lats arc not in them- 
selves a sustaining food, they are great 
¡»romoters of digestion and creators of 
energy. 
If 
profit is 
an object, and 
(Oowth is insisted 
upon, 
a substituto 
mast be found. 
Linseed meal, 
cooked 
to a jelly and added to skim milk, at tho 
rate of about two pounds to one hundred 
pounds of milk, makes the ration about; 
equal to the whole milk. 
Laier ou, oat- 
meal, with the hulls sifted out and then 
i-caldcd, makci a capital audition to the 
linseed. 
Fe^'d thi* milk sweet and warm. 
Do not let it get sour, and then feud 
cold. 
Sour milk has lost about all its 
sutiar clement. 
The sugar, next to the 
casein, is the most important thing in 
skim milk. 
Think of fceduig a baby 
calf 
cold 
sour 
milk! 
What 
mother 
would think of feeding it to her own 
baby, and yet tliis is, over and over 
again, a man's judgment of 
infantile 
wants. 


When the calf has developed its fourth 
stomach and begins to chew its cud, 
solids may be fed along with the lluids; 
but the milk or mush must not be aban- 
doned for so-ue mouths. 
I am inclined 
to think that the calf should be stabled 
the first summer; not tied up, but given 
the freedom of the stable, well bedded, 
and 
not 
be 
compelled to 
undergo 
the life of a "grasscr." 
It 
costs 
as 
much to keep the brood of flics that sub- 
sist upon the summer calf as the calf it- 
self, with the additional disadvantage 
that the calf is compelled to prepare this 
food for tho flies. It the stable will en- 
able the calf to retain the flies'share, tho 
gain 
in 
worth 
will 
bo 
surprising. 
There is no reason why the heifer calf 
should be so poorly kept that, when 
six months old, it will sell for less than 
a veal calf of four weeks. 
When the 
time 
of 
stomach 
development ceases, 
clover, whole oats, 
and 
similar 
food, 
may be fed, but the feeding should not 
be so lavish as to induce a beef forming 
habit. 
Feed so as to make good growth 
and thrift. 
If we so feed as to fatten 
the heifer unduly, the tendency is that, 
when high feeding for milk is attempted, 
the beef form again appears, and is hard 
to hold in check. 
Handle the little calf 
so that when it develops ijito a heifer it 
will have cow habits. 
Make her life as 
cow like as possible. 
Do not fool with 
her, but handle her; go 
through with 
the milking motions, at 
least, so that 
when she lakes her place in 
tne 
dairy 
she will not have to'be subjected to the 
''breaking" ordeal. 


The two-year-old heifers had best run 
with the dairy herd, come and go with 
it, take their places in the stables and 
have t'neir dish of bran. 
These heifers 
are now expected to calve in 
October, 
and through the summer each one has 
not only her own life and growth to pro- 
vide for, but another life must be sup- 
ported, bono and muscle provided for. 
Nitrogenous foods, like oats and clover, 
have had a stimulating effect upon milk 
production, and at this time it is fair to 
suppose also a developing eliect upon the 
udder itself. 


This, with good stable life in tho win- 
ter, flesh making f'íods rather than fat- 
tening ones, and those to 
some 
extent 
oí a somewhat succulent character, regu- 
lar feeding and comfortable warmth, ab- 
sence of the"toughening'' process, with 
plenty of pure air and abundant sunlight 
to build up constitution and vigor, will 
give us tho hardy 
cow 
with power to 
transmit Jier good qualities to her daugh- 
ters.r—American Agriculturist.
